After having passed through all 
the central and the greater num- 
ber of the Southern Atlantic States 
I have at last dropped with a cer- 
tain degree of permanency in the 
territory of New Mexico. 
You will remember no doubt 
that ere I left “W” I promised at 
the first available opportunity I 
would write you, and I take great 
pleasure in utilizing the few leis- 
ure moments that are now mine, 
in essaying to fulfill the same. 
Being as you are, and have been 
for years, used to perusing parch- 
ment upon parchment, issuing 
from men of brilliant entellects, 
coupled with broad experience, I 
doubt therefore that you will find 
anything of special interest in my 
letter. In consequence ot which I 
deem it appropriate to request that 
you attribute my writing more to 
the high appreciation in which I 
held the privelege than to any 
presumption on my part as to my 
ability to write matter the end of 
which would justify its beginging. 
To say more than that the trip 
from “W” to New Mexico ‘s most 
enjoyable and the scenery pictur- 
esque and lovely would be su- 
perfiuous, since the subject has 
been dealt with most exhaustively 
v men who shove the pen of wit, 
humor, eloquence and logic, and 
therehy rid me of a task which if 
left to me would have been per- 
formed, no doubt, with but little 
credit to your humble servant.

ke smelts, etc., make an exception to the 
general rule. Nothing is fit for such ex- 
cept oil. A medium-sized bottle of the 
best olive oil can be purchased for twenty- 
five cents, and for cooking purposes it is 
best to — small bottles, so as to k 
them - A couple of wine-glasses 
this will be found quite sufficient for fry- 
ing these fish, enough for a party of six or 
eight. Let the fish be delicately cleaned, 
have ready some egg well whipped toa 
froth, drop in the fish lightly, then dip 
them into a plate of sifted bread crumbe, 
whieh should be beside the eggs, then 
throw into the boiling oil.

On a hill in the city of Granada, a prin-

cipal town in the Spanish province o 


dalusia, stands an extensive fortress known 


as the Alhambra, or “The Red Castle.” It i. 


the old citadel of the town, and was built 
by the Moors when they were the masters 
of S . Designed for warlike and de- 
ve purposes only, it has no pretension 
grandeur or effect. Its 


is, which average tnirty feet in height 
and six feet in 
form, and composed chiefly of loose stones 
semented together, and faced with a plas- 
ter coat. The area enclosed by this fortress 
is very extensive. It is like a town in it- 
self, ha its streets, its church, and con- 
vent; and is said in its palmy days to have 
afforded accomodation to a garrison of 40,- 
900 men. 

Plain and rugged as is this structure in 
external a it is the casket which 
holds one of the richest gems of the archi- 
tecture of any age or time, Within its 
walls are enclosed the remains of the Moor- 
ish palace to which the name of “the Al- 
hambra” is generally applied, al it 
belong properly to the fortress itself. i 

was built in the thirteenth and 
ourteenth centuries, and all the beauty 
and ingenuity of Arabic art were lavished 
upon its construction.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


In consequence of England’s refusal to 
protect Upper Egypt against El] Mahdi, the 
Khedive’s Cabinet yesterday tendered their 
resignations, which were accepted. France 
regrets the decision of England in the mat- 
ter, but will not interpose any objection. It 
is rumored at Constantinople that the Mahdi 
bas declared his willingness to recognize 
Halim Pasha as Khedive of Egypt. A 
Vienna dispatch reports that three Conti- 
nental powers have resolved to uphold the 
Spanish throne and prevent the formation 
of a republic. Chinese’ Gordon has 
been offered the position of associate with 
Henry M. Stanley in opening Central Africa 
to colonization and commerce. Nothing 
is known in Paris of the ramored cession of 
the northern province of Madagarcar to 
France. American cuttings are to be used 


in replanting the French vineyards. Eigh- 


teen thousand cotton weavers are on strike 
in Lancashire, and much distress prevails 
among them. 

England has replied to Egypt that Khar- 
toum must be abandoned, and the troops 
concentrated at the second cataract of the 
Nile, but she will make no objection if Tur- 
key undertakes to conquer El Mahdi’s rebel- 
lion at her own expense. It is reported in 
Paris that either England of the United 
States will be asked to mediate between 
France and China. The new king of An- 
nam has recognized the treaty with France. 
A Socialist paper says that the Fenians ar® 
to burn down London. 


it is reported fhat the Pope has received a 
letter containing Fenian threat against him 
should he continue to support England 
egainst the national cause in Ireland. The 
differences between Egypt and England over 
the Soudan question continue and the crisis 
in Egyptian affairs is engaging the attention 
of the British government. The United 
Ireland, (newspaper,) of Dublin, publishes 
an account of the killing of Carey which rep- 
resents O'Donnell as deliberately following 
Careytokillhim. Over thirty arrests have 
been made in St. Petersburg of perso-s be- 
lieved to have had connection with the mur- 
der of Col, Sadeikin. The situation in 
Spain is described as leading to a choice be- 

tween anarchy and absolutism.

Washington Notes 


The Presicent’s reception at the Whita 
House, in Washington, Jan. let, was as bril- 
liant as usual, although the attendance waa 
somewhat smaller than last year. Mrs. Car- 
lisle, the wife of the speaker of the House, 
and several other ladies, assisted the Presi- 
dent in receiving. 

At a meeting of House committee on 
military affairs this mprning Gen. Slocum 
was authorized to report to the House favor- 
ably the Fitz-John Porter bill, which passed 
the Senate during the last Congress. 

Representative McOoid, of Iowa, intends 
to urge the consideration of his bill to pro- 
vide for the election of President and Vice- 
President for an unexpired term in case of 
the removal, death, resignation or inability, 
both of the President and Vice-President, 
and to declare the officer that shall act as 
acting President adinterim. The bill farther 
provides that the electors shall hold over for 
the presidential term for action with power 
to fill the office of President and Vice-Pres. 
ident in case of death or other disabilities. 

lt is estimated that the reduction of the 
public debt for the month of December is 
about $12,000,000. According to this esti- 
mate the reduction of the debt during the 
year amounts to about $110,0.0,000. The to- 
tal receipts from internal revenue for the 
first eix months of the fiscal year just en- 
ded were $61,126,201. The receipts for De- 
cember were $9,855,706. The estimate mad. 
by the commissioner of internal revenue fo’ 
the fiscal year ending June 80, 1884, was 
$120,00),000, and the receipts for the first six 
months seem to confirm the accuracy of his 
judgment.
